It is trno he 
received kindness anil assistance there, 
also, but who is it that ia not grieved 
to remember Grant us the receiver of 
charity—the Grant the people love and 
desire to hold in remembrance, not the 
Grant nf Wall Street, but the Grant 
•who led the Union armies to victory, 
and who for eight years was President 
of the United States. At the Soldiers' 
Home in Washington, he might fintl a 
fitting resting place amid Union soldiers 
who poured out their blood to earn his 
lame. 


Discrimination Ajjninst American 


NEW YOEK, July 25th.—The Sundays: 


•"A curious feature of the California 
freight market," said a ship-owner yes- 
terday, "is the fact that foreign ships 
regularly receive a shilling or two more 
per quarter »n wheat to the continent 
or to Liverpool than American ships 
caii obtain. 
But when an American 


ship is sold and gets a foreign register, 
her defects are thereby cured, and she 
receives the highest rates. This is gaid 
to be due to the fact that foreign in- 
surance companies charge higher rates 
on American than on ships of European 
nationality." Some people assert that 
this discrimination is due to the desire 
of the British to hit the American msr- 
obant mariner when he is down; but 
others say the American merchant mar- 
iner 13 either dead or is making a liv- 
ing as u railroader, and there is, there- 
fore, no one capable of manning Ameri- 
can ships, which have to depend on 
Dugos and Chinese, aad thus tbo risk 
en them is greater than on foreign 
ships, which are manned by sailors of 
their own nationality.

Unauthorized IM-oditcU.'ui of Silver 


Currenc)-. 


NEW YOEK, July 25th —A Herald's 


Washington special saja: That there 
was much more silver in the Treasury 
and in circulation than had been coined 
by the United States Government and 
consequently that some private enter- 
pi ise must be engaged in making stand- 
ard silver dollars aud fractional cur- 
rency of good silver of proper weight 
and fineness, which cannot be distin- 
guished from those issued by the Gov- 
ernment, has been for some time tbe 
subject of investigation by the Treasury 
Department, and the impression given 
out that such a thing is quite possible. 
The 
Government 
buys 
$24,000,000 


worth of silver bullion per year, and 
with that coins from 27,000,000 to 28, 
000,000 standard silver dollars, making 
a profit of from $3,000,000 to $4,000,000 
per year. A private establishment, pos- 
sessing itself of counterfeit di«s made 
from a proof piece from the Mint, might 
easily make this, or a greater profit, if 
they could secrets themselves beyond 
detection. It is believed that a great 
quantity of the silver current is the un 
authorized production of some private 
establishment.
